Having,  therefore,  received  that  which  was  sent  of  them,  "an  odour  of  a  sweet  smell,  a 
sacrifice  acceptable,  well-pleasing  to  God,"  we,  the  students  of  the  Moody  Bible  Institute 
dedicate  to  our  many  donors  this,  the  1950  ARCH,  in  appreciation  for  their  earnest  endeavor 
in  helping  to  make  known  the  Gospel,  and  for  the  privilege  of  being  "co-laborers  together 
with  Him." 


Great  indeed  is  the  privilege  and  responsibility 
of  being  God's  fellow-workers.  This  truth  should  be 
inseparably  interwoven  into  the  life  of  everyone 
connected  with  the  school  life  and  work  of  the 
Moody  Bible  Institute.  Every  friend  of  the  Institute, 
as  well  as  each  member  of  the  administration, 
faculty  member,  employee,  alumnus  and  student 
must  do  his  part  in  the  great  work  of  building  to 
the  praise  of  His  glory. 

As  students,  we  realize  the  challenge  that  faces 
us  in  view  of  the  great  opportunity  that  is  set  before 
us.  Our  role  at  present  is  that  of  trainees  being 
prepared  and  trained  to  be  sent  forth  as  servants 
of  the  Most  High  God. 

God,  having  called  us  out  of  darkness  into  His 
marvelous  light,  now  has  a  definite  plan  and  purpose 
for  each  of  our  lives.  In  order  to  be  faithful  servants 
and  good  stewards  of  the  manifold  grace  of  God, 
we  must  each  follow  His  plan  and  fulfil  His  purpose. 

With  "Labourers  together  with  God"  as  our 
watchword,  we  publish  this  1950  ARCH,  desiring 
that  in  all  things  "He  might  have  the  pre-eminence." 
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EVEN    SO    MINISTER    THE    SAME    ONE    TO    ANOTHER, 
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One  of  the  truths,  which  it  is  imperative  for  the  Christian  to  learn  early,  is  that  he 
is  a  steward.  Now  there  are  certain  fundamental  and  basic  facts  which  are  clearly  a 
part  of  this  truth. 

First,  let  it  be  clearly  established  and  earnestly  believed  that  "Ye  are  not  your  own" 
(I  Corinthians  6:19).  Even  apart  from  God's  claim  upon  us  because  of  redemption,  we 
are  not  our  own.  Did  He  not  create  us?  Is  it  not  in  Him  that  "we  live,  and  move  and 
have  our  being"?  (Acts  17:28).  But  how  much  more  that  claim  is  intensified  because 
of  salvation.  "Ye  are  not  your  own;  for  ye  were  bought  with  a  price"  (I  Corinthians 
6:19,20).  No  Christian  has  any  right  to  take  the  reins  of  government  into  his  own  hands; 
he  belongs  to  God. 

Second,  since  our  whole  being  is  God's,  it  follows  that  everything  entrusted  to  us 
is  His — time,  talents,  things.  Is  it  our  hours  and  our  days?  The  Word  of  God  says: 
"Look  therefore  carefully  how  we  walk  .  .  .  redeeming  the  time"  (Ephesians  5:15,16). 
Is  it  the  special  abilities  and  capacities  granted  us  in  natural  and  supernatural  endow- 
ment? The  Word  of  God  tells  us  that  it  is  to  the  servant  who  is  used  of  the  Lord  that 
the  words  of  commendation  are  spoken:  "Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant:  thou 
hast  been  faithful  .  .  ."  (Matthew  25:21).  Is  it  the  possessions  bestowed  upon  us?  The 
Word  of  God  says:  ".  .  .  of  thine  own  have  we  given  thee"  (I  Chronicles  29:14). 

Thus  we  are  stewards — by  virtue  of  our  position,  and  by  virtue  of  our  appointment. 
May  the  words  burn  with  fire,  may  they  flame  in  our  hearts  unforgettably:  ".  .  .  it  is 
reguired  in  stewards,  that  a  man  be  found  faithful"  (I  Corinthians  4:1).  So  in  that 
coming  day,  may  each  of  you  be  acclaimed  "as  a  good  steward  of  the  manifold  grace 
of  God"  (I   Peter  4:10).

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No  greater  privilege  could  possibly  come  to  anyone  than  to  be  a  laborer  together 
with  God,  and  yet  this  is  revealed  to  be  true  of  every  one  engaged  in  Christian  service. 
It  is  a  revelation  which  brightens  every  day,  lightens  every  task. 

As  you  go  on  your  way  with  the  Lord,  you  have  the  blessed  assurance  that  He  has  a 
definite  work  for  you  to  do,  "that  good,  and  acceptable,  and  perfect  will  of  God." 
Since  the  gifts  and  calling  of  God  are  without  repentance,  you  will  never  be  unem- 
ployed, so  long  as  you  make  His  will  the  desire  of  your  heart.  You  will  never  have  to 
worry  about  income  for  He  has  promised  to  supply  all  your  need  according  to  His 
riches  in  Christ  Jesus.  If  you  lack  wisdom  to  do  your  work  well,  you  need  only  to  ask 
of  Him  and  it  will  be  given  to  you  liberally.  Nor  do  you  have  to  be  concerned  about 
your  share  of  the  wisdom  of  this  world,  because  it  is  foolishness  with  God. 

In  the  world  around  you  there  is  bound  to  be  unhappiness,  turmoil,  frustration, 
anxiety — but  the  Lord  has  made  provision  that  your  joy  may  be  full.  He  has  given  His 
own  peace  to  you.  He  has  promised  to  lead  you  to  rest  and  refreshment  as  you  require 
it.  You  never  will  want  for  fellowship  with  the  Comforter  dwelling  within  and  the  Father 
and  the  Son  as  your  constant  companions.  As  you  work  for  God,  you  know  that  some 
day  you  will  receive  a  reward,  according  to  your  own  labor.  You  have  been  given  all 
things  that  pertain  to  life  and  godliness  for  as  long  as  you  live;  eternal  riches  await 
you  when  your  job  is  done. 

Therefore,  whatever  your  lot,  remember  that  your  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord" 
(I  Cor.  I  5:58)  "for  God  is  not  unrighteous  to  forget  your  work  and  labor  of  love,  which 
ye  have  showed  toward  his  name"  (Heb.  6:10).

The  Women's  Student  Council  is  composed  of  representatives  elected  by  the  girls  of  each 
dormitory  floor.  These  representatives  act  upon  matters  pertaining  to  dormitory  living  and 
their  aim   is  to  help  the  women   students  maintain   a  well-balanced   physical  and  spiritual  life.

Garner,  the  Christian  Education  Club  is  a  must" 
for  every  student  of  the  Moody  Bible  Institute. 
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The  Christian  Nurses  Fellowship  is  the  most 
recent  organization  to  receive  official  recognition 
as  an  extra-curricular  activity  of  M.B.I.  This  group 
includes  more  than  fifty  registered  nurses  who  gave 
up  full-time  nursing  to  come  to  the  Moody  Bible 
Institute  to  prepare  more  adequately  for  the  service 
to  which  the  Lord  has  called  them.

When  Dwight  L.  Moody,  under  God,  founded 
this  great  school  he  was  careful  to  provide  students 
with  the  opportunity  to  face  life,  and  to  see  for 
themselves  the  great  need  for  the  preaching  of  the 
gospel,  and  to  share  with  others  the  valuable  in- 
struction received  in  the  classroom.  Through  the 
intervening  years  the  Moody  Bible  Institute  has 
maintained  this  tradition;  therefore,  Practical 
Christian  Work  has  been  one  of  its  distinguishing, 
features. 

Certain  phases  of  Practical  Christian  Work  are 
required  of  every  student  regardless  of  the  course 
in  which  he  is  enrolled.
